INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCES. 


The National Executive of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union had under consideration recently the 
question of joint periodical conferences between 
representatives of the Irish Farmers’ Union, the 
National Farmers’ Union of England, and the 
National Farmers’ Union of Scotland. An invi- 
tation from the English union to attend the 
first of such Conferences at London on Septem- 
ber 30 was unanimously accepted, and Mr. R. 
A. Butler, President; Colonel O'Callaghan 
Westropp, Bir John Keane, and Mr. M. F 
O'Hanlon were appointed. 

It was decided that the Irish representatives 
should stipulate that these Conferences be hel 
at intervals of four months at a selected centre 
in England, Ireland, and Scotland successively. 
Among the subjects forwarded for considere- 
tion at the forthcoming Conference were the 
question of “ profiteering ’’ in food comodities 
ag affecting the producer and consumer, agri- 
cultural matters at the International Labour 
Conference at Geneva in October, and“the im- 
portation of Canadian Store Cattle.

-MEETINGS OF TRADE BOARDS. 


The Retail Bespoke Tailoring Trade Board 
(Ireland) met in Dublin on the 16th imstant, 
and decided to issue notices of a proposal to 
vary, by a reduction of 10 per cent., the mini- 
mum rates at present fixed and operative for 
skilled male and female workers in the trade. 
The male workers affected are those who have 
corapteted four years’ apprenticeship or learner- 
ship in the trade, and the females are those 
of 20 years and over and 19 years and over, 
respectively, employed on certain skilled opera- 
tions. The Board also decided to elaborate the 
definition of the term machinist in their notices. 
The Trade Board will consider any objections 
to their proposals lodged with them withjn two 
months from the dates specified in their notices, 
which will be issued to all employers in the 
trade in due course. 

PAPER BOX TRADE. 

The Paper Box Trade Board (Ireland) met 
in Belfast on the 13th September, 1921. The 
Board decided to withdraw their notice of 
posal (I.B. (N. 3.), dated the 4th October, 1 
to vary the rates ‘for female workers at present 
in ration, and agreed that a notice of pro- 
posal to vary the existing rates for male 
workers be not issued in the present circum- 
stgnces of the trade. A report dealing with the 
issue of certificates to learners in the trad: was 
considered. : 

LINEN AND COTTON GOODS. 

A meeting of the Linen and Cotton Handker- 
chief and Househoki Goods and Linen Piece 

Goods Trade Board (Ireland) was held in Bel- 
fast on the 14th September, 1921. The Board 
decided to vary, subject to confirmation by the 
Minister of Labour, the general minimum 
time-rate at present in ration for certain 
classes of female “Big 8id. to 8d. per 
hour, and to vary the pieve-work basis time- 
rate at present in operation for female workers 
from 9d. to 8id. per hour. The Board further 
decided to fix general minimum piece-rates for 
‘various operations in the handkerchief and 
fancy linen sections of the trade. The rates 
as varied and fixed by the Board will, if duly 
confirmed, become effective as from the 29th 
September, 1921. A notice giving full particu- 
lars of the rates as varied and fixed will be 
issued in due course to all employers in the 
trade who are known to the Board, and other 
interested parties.

FAIR RENTS FIXED. 

Mr. P. J. Carolin presided on Thursday even- 
ing last at a meeting of the Central Branch of 
the All-Ireland Town Tenants’ League, held at 
the Offices, 43 Parnell square. The attendance 
included upwards of 80 tenants, who came from 
various parts of Dublin City and County with 
reference to cases of rent-raising, threatened 
eviction, and houses being sold over the heads 
of the tenants.

The Irish Crisis. 


Although twelve days have passed since 
the Prime Minister said that his corre- 
spondence with Mr. de Valera had “ lasted 
long enough,” it continues to be pro- 
longed. The latest exchange of telegrams 
between the two principals leaves matters 
just where they were. In two of them 
Mr. de Valera refuses to withdraw his 
claim that Ireland is an independent and 
sovereign State. In two others Mr. Lloyd 
George insists that no conference is possible 
until the cldim is withdrawn. The whole 
trouble began with Sinn Fein’s asser- 
tion of “this claim in the unfor- 
tunate second paragraph of its reply to 
the Cabinet's invitation. Mr. de Valera 
maintained in his telegram of Saturday 
evening that the Government had recog- 
nised his contention from the outset. In 
fact, as Mr. Lloyd George points out, Sinn 
Fein made no such claim as a condition 
of the London conference in July. Mr. 
de Valera attended that conference as 
“the chosen leader of the great majority 
in Southern Ireland,” and was, or ought 
to have been, under no illusions concern- 
ing the Government's attitude to the ques- 
tion of allegiance. The Prime Minister 
now disposes of all the intervening 
ambiguities and brings the negotiations 
back to their starting point. He is pre- 
pared to meet the Republican delegates 
as “chosen spokesmen’’ of their people 
and to discuss with them the association 
of Ireland with the British Common- 
wealth. Ten days ago a simple accept- 
ance of this invitation would have 
sufficed. To-day it must be accompanied 
by a formal withdrawal of the Republican 
claim to independence. The condition is 
imposed as a result of Dat! Eireann’s own 
action. It is obvious that the Govern- 
ment would have been more than willing 
to “take it as read.” 

A moment so pregnant with Irish 
destiny is no moment for merely destruc- 
tive criticism. The all-important thing 
now is that mistakes shall be repaired 
while there is yet time. We accept the 
assurance of Mr. de Valera’s latest 
telegram that he has an ardent desire for 
peace. We ask only why he still rejects 
this great opportunity of peace. 
Can true. patriotism demand that our 
country’s whole prospect of happiness 
shall be wrecked upon a punctilio? 
In effect, Sinn Fein says to the Govern- 
ment: “You have the title“deeds of Ire- 
land. Hand them to us outside the door 
of the conference in order that we may 
hand them to you over the confer- 
ence table.” We say “in effect’’ because 
Dail Eireann knows perfectly well that 
it could not keep those title-deeds in its 
possession against the will of the British 
Empire. Why then- should Mr. de 
Valera sacrifice all the materia] 


moral blessings of peace to insist-

ence on a mere ceremony? He knows by 
experience some of the consequences 
of such a sacrifice. We need not speak 


of the losses and miseries that Ireland 
must suffer if another resort to arms: 


follows the failure of the present negotia- 
tions. The story of the first six months 
of this year is fresh in every mind. Does 
Sinn Fein realise, however, that, on the 
next occasion, the repressive measures of 
the British Government would be supported 
by the acquiescence, if not the. actaal 
sympathy, of the civilised world? Mr. 
Lloyd George has put England wholly 
in the right; Mr. dé Valera, if he rejects 
conference, will have put Ireland wholly 
in the wrong. ‘She will seem, even to 
her most faithful friends of the past, to 
have thrown a pearl away richer than 
all her tribe. Can Sinn Fein take no 
wisdom from the certainty that, if the 
Prime Minister should go to the country 
to-morrow on the Government's offer to 
Ireland, he would be returned by an over- 
whelming majority of all political parties ? 

A yet more powerful argument remains. 
It is Mr. de Valera’s duty to consider and 
respect the wishes of the Irish people. 
Ninety pen cent. of them are yearning for 
conference and settlement: to everybody 
who knows Ireland that fact is beyond argu- 
ment. We shall not discuss the cases for 
and against a plebiscite. It is quite pos- 
sible that, if a plebiscite were held, the 
native instinct of loyalty to elected 
leaders, with other causes, would produce 
a vote of confidence in the Republican 
policy. That very loyalty, however, 
ought to give pause to Dail Kireann. It 
deserves bome reward, and it would re- 
joice in the recognition of its profound, 
if unspoken, desire for peace. Moreover, 
it is Mr. de Valera’s claim that he repre- 
sents the whole Irish people in the 
present negotiations. His policy mis- 
represents to-day the views and wishes of 
a large minority of the best elements in 
Southern Ireland. It is too often for- 
gotten that Southern Unionists continue 


|} to regard the political outlook with deep 


misgivings. If war is resumed, they will 
share its hardships with all their fellow- 
countrymen, and they could find no un- 
diluted comfort in the prospect of settle- 
ment even if it were a hundred ‘times 
more substantial than it is to-day. The 
coming of settlement would be for them 
the beginning of a period of effort and 
anxiety. Their future will depend on the 
measure of justice and fair-play that may 
be granted to them by the still undefined 
constitution of a self-governing Ireland. 
Yet this large minority is now postponing 
its claims to the interests of national 
peace, keeps silence on: the subject of 
rights and safeguards, and has sent its 
representatives into counsel with the 
leaders of Sinn Fein. Are its hopes of 
an equally catholic and unselfish spirit in 
other Irishmen to be disappointed now? 


The Price of Coal. 


On Saturday the citizens of Cork re- 
ceived a pleasant surprise when they 
discovered that the price of coal had fallen 
over-night by seven shillings in the ton. 
During the great strike some months ago 
the price of coal in Cork was 84s. per ton ; 
now, as a result of successive falls, it is 
66s. The first effect of this welcome 
change will be to rejoice the hearts of the 
unfortunate consumers, for whom coal long 
ago became a luxury. They will seize the 
opportunity to fill their exhausted cellats 
once more, and will shed very few tears 
over the rather alarming condition of 
economic affairs which has been the pri- 
mary cause of their apparent windiall. 
Coal, strange though the fact may appear, 
is becoming a drug on the market. During 
the miners’ strike coal consumers through- 
out the country were forced by circum- 
stances to look for a substitute. They 
found it without much delay. Coal-driven 
ships were equipped with oil-consuming 
plant ; householders took refuge in gas and 
electricity, which, while derived from coal, 
are far more economical than coal itself ; 
and dozens of great industries went out of 
business altogether. Furthermore, while 
the strike was in progress, foreign con- 
sumers of British coal refused to wait until 
the miners should listen to reason, and 
placed their orders with American and 
other exporters. Demand, in short, ad- 
justed itself to supply, and when the strike 
ended the world had become quite accus- 
tomed to the absence of British coal. Then 
thé miners set to work again. An industry 
can lose a market, however, more quickly 
than it can regain what) it has 
lost; and, although the output in the 
pits is better now than it has been for a 
long period of time, former consumers, 
both at home and abroad, are refusing still 
to buy British coal. Such is the real 
cause of Cork’s good luck. The miners, by 
their obstinate folly, have brought their 
livelihood into serious peril, and we hope 
that by this time they have recognised 
their mistake: The law of supply and 
demand is inexorable, and, as coal becomes 
cheaper and more plentiful, people will 
begin to buy it again. The miners, how- 
ever, will suffer, because their wages 
are .bound to fall in the process. 
The economic education of the British 
worker is taking a long time and 
its end is not nearly in sight. He must 
learn through bitter experience what he 
has refused to learn by precept—namely, 
that his welfare is part and parcel of the 
welfare of the nation and that he cannot 
prosper unless the nation thrives. In 
other words, his first task must be, not to 
try to improve his own position at the 
expense of the rest of the community, as 
the misguided miners tried} but to concen- 
trate his efforts on the restoration of his 
country's industrial position in the world. 
His success in this task will bring pros- 
perity and happiness into his own home. 
It is high time that he should put his 
shoulder to the wheel. 


The Quest. ’ 


On Saturday a little ship of 200 tons set 
sail from the port of London for an un- 
known destination in the Southern Seas. 
It was the Quest, in which Sir Ernest 
Shackleton is making his fourth voyage 
of discovery into the heart of the Antarctic. 
Nearly twenty years have passed since this 
dauntless Irishman, with Captain Scott 
and Dr. Wilson, threw open the gate to 
the South Pole. Seven years afterwards 
starvation overtook him when he was 
within a hundred miles of his romantic 
goal; and the story of the Endurance is 
written in letters of undying fire on the 
scroll of British achievement. The British 
race always has led the way into un- 
charted seas and Sir Ernest Shackleton 
is the inheritor of a glorious tradition. 
He is accompanied by trusted colleagues 
who have suffered with him the pangs of 
hunger in a world of snow and ice, and 
boys have rushed to join him from the 
utmost islands of the Hebrides. All the 
resources of modern science will be at his 
command. The Quest is equipped with 
“wireless’’ and carries a sea-plane, a 
cinematograph, as well as the most recent 
scientific instruments, among its cargo. 
Nobody can foretell to what extent | 


voyage of the Quest will enrich the world’s f 


store of useful knowledge; but nobody 
can doubt that Sir Ernest Shackleton and 
his men will do all that lies within human 
power to wrest from the Far South the 
secrets which it guards so jealously. The 
Irish people will wish their gallant 
countryman God-speed on his peril- 
fraught journey, and Britain will rejoice 
that her flag is still to the fore in great 
adventure. 


A Master-Builder. 


The resignation of Mr. R. A. Anderson 
from the Secretaryship of the Irish Agri- 
cultural Organisation Society will be a 
source of sincere regret to everyone who 
appreciates the value of his work in the 
co-operative movement. Mr, Anderson has 
been connected with the movement for 
thirty-two years, during twenty-seven of 
which he has held the position that rea- 
sons of health compel him now to resign. 
When he entered on his labours the co- 
operative movement in Ireland was 
represented by one association; now 
over one thousand different bodies 
are working in its cause. More than 
120,000 Irish farmers are active par- 
ticipants in this great ynovement, and 
the Society 's annual turnover amounts to 
some £11,000,000. Before the co-operative 
movement began Irish agriculture was in a 
chaotic condition. The task of its organi- 
sation on a scientific basis seemed to be. 
almost hopeless ; but the founders did not 
quail before its immensity, and the result of 
their striving is written across the Irish 
landscape to-day. We are more than glad 
that Mr. Anderson has not severed his 
connection completely with the co-opera- 
tive movement, and the new post which he 
has accepted will give him the ‘opportunity 
of putting the coping stone on the work of 
his useful and patriotic life. Great as 
have been the achievements of the Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society during the last 
three decades, its work is not yet finished, 
and we hope that ‘it will retain the benefit 
of Mr. Anderson’s services for many years 
to come.

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EVILS OF IMPURE 
MILK. 
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CHILD VICTIMS.

THE PLIGHT OF DUBLIN. 


From the point of view of the public health 
enerally, but especially from that of the pro- 

ction of infant life, an adequate supply of 
pure and wholesome milk at a reasonable price 
is of vital importance. Unfortunately for the 
welfare of the community, it cannot be said re- 
garding the supply of milk upon which the city 
of Dublin and the neighbouring townships have 
to depend that it is pure and wholesome, 
adequate in quantity, or obtainable at a 
reasonable price. | 

The Registrar-General’s statistics, published 
week by week, show that the city’s infantile 
death-rate is appalling, and competent medical 
authorities admit that impure milk is respon- 
sible for a large proportion of the deaths of 
children under five years of age. Milk for the 
use of infants may either be adulterated by the 
addition of water or contaminated in a variety 
of ways. For instance, the source of contamina- 
tion may be a diseased cow, or, again, contact 
of the milk with the dirty clothes or hands of 
the milker, or the drawing of the milk into 
cans washed with impure water, or not washed 
at all. Then, in transit, it is exposed to the 
heat of the sun’s rays, and to the entrance of 
dust from the road or the railway platform. 

In the milk-shop there are further possibilities 
of contamination if the receptacles be not con- 
stantly covered, as, for example, from flies. In 
hucksters’ shops it is liable to receive a taint or 
odour from articles, such as paraffin oil, vege 
tables, as well as pollution from the dirt of the 
shop. During distribution by the milk carts in 
the streets it may be that the milk is sold by 
the vendor under circumstances which render it 
impossible to prevent the entrance of dust. 
Cases of infection have occurred through con- 
tact of the milk with a typhoid carrier, or with 
persons who were in the family or employment 
of a dairyman suffering from infectious disease. 

Finally, milk is liable to contamination in the 
house of the consumer in several of the ways 
already enumerated—+.g., by flies; by the use 
of dirty jugs; by proximity to articles in the 
larder which give a taint to milk. 

PROFESSOR HOUSTON’S VIEWS. 

Professor D. Houston, of the Royal College of 
Science, who has made a particular study of the 
bacteriology of milk, gave it as his considered 
opinion some years ago that, so far as Ireland 
as a whole is concerned, there 1s a woeful lack 
of cleanliness, as well as inattention to euch 
details as straining and cooling. Three years 
ago he carried out a series of tests of samples 
of Dublin milk—his plan was to make out a 
list of registered milk shops from the directory, 
selecting at random, but covering districts rang- 
ing from Rathfarnham to Clontarf, and Glas- 
nevin to Ballebridge—and he found that on the 
whole the milk fell below the usual standara 
of purity, so far as bacterial pollutions are 
concerned. Clean milk never contains “ bacillus 
coli,”’ but dirty milk always does. 

In the series of Dublin milks very few samples 
passed the test which he applied for one of the 
usual sources of contamination. It is fairly cer- 
tain, he wrote, that a great deal of illness among 
cow-milk-fed infants and children generally is 
due to impure milk. Aad, as if these risks were 
not serious enough, they are deliberately added 
to by dosing the dirty milk with boric acid pre- 
servatives. ae 

“To me.” the Professor added, “it is un- 
thinkable to allow the use of preservatives in 
milk. There is, at least, some eafeguard in 
souring : first, the lactic acid prevents to a large 
extent the growth of other bacteria present; 
and, second, it tells the approach of unfitness. 
I have cases over and over again of preserva- 
tives inhibiting the souring germs, but not the 
real harmful ones; and so mothers are tricked 
into giving their infants apparently good (be- 
cause sweet) milk, when in point of fact the 
sample is unfit for feeding a young child. fo 
have been given cream in tea rooms in Dublin 
so heavily dosed with preservatives that their 
presence was easily recognised by the taste 


alone.” 

The general conclusion to be drawn is that 
the gtéeater portion of the milk supply of Dublin 
falls short of a reasonable standard of purity. 

AMERICA’S EXAMPLE. 

In the matter of adopting measures for 
securing the purity and wholesomeness of its 
milk supply Dublin lags woefully behind the 
chief Gontinental and American cities. In the 
United States many cities have adopted milk 
standards based on bacteriological counts. In 
this connection, it is well known that the find- 
ings of the American Medical Milk Commission 
have had a great influence upon educated public 
opinion in demanding, and, upon administrative 
policy, in providing, a milk supply graded ac- 
cording to its standard of purity. | 

far ag the germs of tuberculosis are 
concerned, the New York sanitary, authorities 
do not depend upon a bacteriological analysis 
of the milk to check purity in this repect, but 
rightly aim gy yeaa at the primary source 
of infection. ey see that the cows shall be 
pronounced healthy by a veterinary examuina- 
tion. : 
The City of Boston is even more exacting in 
its regulations, and the health authorities will 
not permit the sale of milk for humen consump- 
tion if it falls below the exceedingly high 
standard they have fixed. Even in England, 
where people are so slow to make new depar- 
tures, steps have recently been taken to raise 
the standard of purity. Thus, the Essex Agri- 
cultural Society last year organised the first 
clean milk competition ever held in England, 
and the value of the movement has just been 
made strikingly apparent in the report of the 
judges on the present year’s contest, which, on 
an average of all the figures, shows that the 
milk of 1921 is seven times cleaner than that 
of 1920, and keeps wholesome twice as long in 
a warm room! 

It will be agreed that the present condition 
of the milk supply of Dublin is extremely un- 
satisfactory, and that the work of reform could 
hardly be more urgent than it is. Fraud is 
rampant; “ profiteering’ is going on; the system 
of distribution is wasteful and uneconomic in 
the extreme. It is no uncommon spectacle to 
witness three milk carts of the same firm all 
distributing milk at the same time in one small 
avenue or street of thirty or forty dwelling- 
houses. Again, the sanitary condition of many 
dairymen’s premises leaves much to be desired. 

Even if it were desirable, which, on economic 
grounds it certainly is not, that the Dublin 
Corporation should enter the milk business, as 
has recently been proposed, present financial 
considerations, and also the existing law, forbid 
such a gtep. But the Municipal Council employs 
a staff of sanitary and health inspectors, and, 
under the Food and Drugs Acts, and also im 
virtue of the Dairies, Cowsheds, and Milkshops 
(Ireland) Order, it is armed with considerable 
powers to enable it to safeguard the purity of 
the milk supply and of other food commodities, 
and it is a duty it owes to the citizens to make 
the most effective use of these means at its 
disposal to enforce the law. It is a matter of 
vital concern to the welfare of the community 
that, pending the introduction of comprehensive 
reforms, the Council should be diligent in 
enforcing the existing regulations. 


~ OBITUARY. | 


MR. MATTHEW TOBIAS. 

Members of both branches of the legal pro- 
fession and the citizens of Dublin generally will 
receive with a deep feeling of regret the an- 
nouncement of the death of Mr. Matthew 
Tobias, which occurred on Saturday, in his 
eighty-first year. Mr. Tobias was born in 
Tandragee, County Armagh, in November, 
1840, and was a son of the Rev. James Tobias. 
His education was conducted in the Weslevan 
Connexiona!l School (now Wesley College), 
Dublin, and he afterwards became an appren- 
tice to the late Mr. Theodore Cronhelm. 
solicitor, whose daughter he married. He 
practised in partnership with Mr. Cronhelm on 
his admission to the solicitors’ profession. in 
1871. For over a quarter of a century he was 
prosecuting solicitor to the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police, and also to the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children. Y%. Tobias met 
with an accident in 1916, which resulted in 
spinal concussion, and since then he had been 
unable to discharge the duties of his profession. 
He resided at Sutton, but he died at the resi- 
dence of his relative, Mr. T. €C. Tobias, 
Barrister-at-Law, 2 Connaught place, Clons- 
keagh. 


MR. JOHN DORAN. 


The death took place last night in Belfast of 
Mr. John Doran, one of the best known men in 
the Irish distillery business. He was the prin- 
cipal member of the firm of Doran and Co., 
Belfast, which owed much of ite progress and 

rosperity to his zeal. He was a magistrate 
or the City of Belfast, and an active sup- 
porter of many philanthropic movements in the 
city. He took no part in politica) affairs.
